It was stated by a high-ranking 
member of the faculty that thi,» 
is the ultimate result of frictiott 
that has been building up bet- 
ween the College and the Univec*- 
sity for a number of years. Ond 
of the main crises was said to 
be the problem of monetary allot- 
ments and jurisdiction over tho 
College itself. The Articles of Dis- 
solution will be published in all 
likelihood sometime this summer, 
and when students register next 
fall, they will register not in a 
branch of the University, but La 
a completely separate institution. 
Some radical changes are ex- 
pected to take place, among theta 
the emergence of Education as a 
separate Faculty. We were told 
that the main reason for this waA 
the problem of admlnistratioa 
and scheduling of lectures. 

A centralization of offices and 
administrative functions will also 
be in order. We talked to editors 
of the McGill Daily, who told 114 




iiom ihe senior xiiedibeii 
of the student body to ihe frosh, 
as it is felt that with hazing 
abolished, the frosh will have 
more time to carry out respon- 
sibilities. 

One small change involves a 
calendar arrangement whereby 
the college year will stretch from 
April to September. This will en- 
able students to adopt the slogan 
*'Why wait till Spring, do it now." 
Remembering that Spring is tune 
up time it was felt that Spring 
fever would interfere with stud- 
ents' studies. 

The matter of uniforms was 
also dealt with. From now on, 
all undergraduates will dress in 
highland garb.

Nigeria and Education - Part II 



Nigeria is the largest nation 
of black people in the world. Its 
population is estimated at be- 
tween thirty-eight and forty mil- 
lions, and the birth rate exceeds 
deaths by a million every Eigh- 
teen months. The number of chil- 
dren attending primary schools 
Varies with the regions, but, in 
the North only, one out of eleven 
is in school and, in some areas, 
as few as one out of fifty. Yet, 
In another fifteen years, these 
friendly, but dignified youngsters, 
will be sustaining the economy 
of the country and voting on im- 
portant issues. Obviously, schools 
nave to be developed rapidly and 
00 a gigantic scale. 

In forecasting the needa for 
the ne.xt ten years, the Ashby 
Report calls for a minimum of 
eignty thousand people with post- 
Becondar>' education of which at 
l^ast thirty thousand should hold 
foiversity degrees. At oresent, 
fAly tbout tw» hundred grad- 



uates annually from the univer- 
sities in Nigeria, but about six 
hundred are being trained over- 
seas. However, this tells only part 
of the story. In order to supply^ 
the required number of students 
for the universities, it will be ne- 
cessasy to increase the intake in- 
to secondary schools from the 
present twelve thousand a year 
to something like thirty thousand. 

The problem is not only one 
of school buildings and equip- 
ment, but of available teachers. 
Even at present with a relatively 
unexpanded school system, IZ'fo 
of the teachers are not only un- 
trained, but have no more than 
primary education themselves. 
This would be serious enough un- 
der any circumstances, but when 
we consider that these teachers 
must §ive instruction in English 
instead of using their native 
tongue we multiply the problem 
many timea. Nigeria cannot af- 
ford to lose her few trained teach- 



ers, and yet many leave the pro- 
fession annually to accept more 
remunerative employment in the 
civil service. A more professional 
spirit must be developed among 
the teachers of Nigeria and sala- 
rie^j must be raised if the schools 
are to perform the miracle which 
is expected of them during the 
coming ten years.

In aptte of all the obstacles, 
Nigeria is determined that she 
wlU meet the challenge and pro- 
duce the leaders which she re- 
quires. In doing so, she is rely- 
ing oa the good will and the 



generosity of her many friends. 
This summer. Great Britain is 
sending out a group of fifty-five 
teachers who will try to improve 
the English of the Nigerian teach 
ers by vacation courses. The Com- 
monwealth governments are mak- 
ing generous donations of build- 
ings, equipment and staff. Many 
Nigerian students are being 01 
fered training in such countries 
as Germany and Israel as well as 
in England and the United States. 
If present plans are successful, 
these should be at least a dozen 
Nigerian students on the Mac- 
donald College campus next Sep- 
tember. They are to be trained 
as teachers at the expense of the 
Canadian government as part of 
its contribution to the develop- 
ment of the Nigerian system of 
education and their presence in 
our classrooms will stand as a 
symbol of Canada's confidence in 
the emerging Nigeria and hope 
for her futura.

When I open my Christmas 
inail and find greetings written 
in half a dozen obscure languages 
on behalf of the world's children, 
I am always reminded that this 
is the fierce vengeance inflicted 
by the Lord on his erring children 
on the Plains of Shinar. Even 
after the flood, the descendants 
of Noah **had one language and 
few words." Then the first gene- 
ration of architects and engineers 
began work on their foolish mast- 
erpiece of brick and bitumen 
which, as it rose higher and 
higher, caused the Lord to be 
more and more apprehensive. He 
might have levelled it by an 
earth<|uake or a thunder bolt 
or even by another flood: instead 
he chose a method that was much 
more crafty and diabolicaL 
"Come," he said, '*let us go down 
and confuse their language, that 
they may not undestand one 
another's speech." Thousands of 
years later we are still smarting 
under the effect of this ingenious 
punishment. 

For the simple phrases "Felix 
Ano Nucvo" or "Heureuse An- 
nee" do not indicate the complex- 
ity of the problem. With the pas- 
sing of centuries the English have 
devised a vocabulary of more 
than a hundred thousand words 
and the Chinese have invented 
more than 3.000 symbols. Some- 
limes these facts are mentioned 
to show the progress which the 
Englishman or Chinese has made 



in expressing himself accurately 
and gracefully but, if one is an 
Italian or Patagonian such a boast 
would produce nothing more than 
a feeling of profound discourage- 
ment. Our languages have become 
more and more complicated since 
the Lord spoke to his erring 
people in Hebrew — or was it 
Eskimo? We have invente<l a wide 
range of variations. In Russia 
alone, we are told, that more 
than 300 languages are spoken 
and in Africa there are more 
than twice that number. Nor does 
this include the fascinating dif- 
ferences in dialect which chal- 
lenged the curiosity of Professor 
Higgins in Shaw's memorable 
play or baffles the Frenchman 
as he travels from Normandy to 
Provence or, for that matter, 
from New England to New Or- 
leans. Language has. as the Lord 
predicted, interposed a barrier or 
introduced an element of con- 
fusion because it crosses national, 
geographic and even religious 
boundaries serving, sometimes 
as a cement, more often e£ a 
formidable wall. 

If we look back far enough 
across the expanse of history, of 
course we see some evidence of 
progress. The Greeks, we are told, 
developed a language of exquisite 
beauty and unusual refinement 
but it has not been widely used 
for almost two thousand years. 
Latin was the spoken language 
of Europe in the middle ages

but Chaucer, Shakespeare, Mo- 
il^ and Goethe replaced it with 
a Babel of vernacular master- 
pieces that we admire much mor# 
than the pedantic writings pro<t 
need in medieval courts and 
monastries. This movement is 
still in progress. The Israelis are 
reviving Hebrew: the Irish and 
Welsh are compelling their chil» 
dren to learn Celtic languages 
which cannot be understood any^- 
where else in the world. During 
the Jast few years, however, we 
have been concentrating on other 
skills directed toward self -df^st ruc- 
tion or escape into apace and it 
is interesting to realize that when 
the first astronauts from the 
United States reach Venus they 
will be no more embarrassed in 
attempting to speak to the inha- 
bitants of that planet than they 
would be if they had landed In 
Venezuela or Viet Nam. 

But we need not measure our 
distances in light years to find 
examples of cultural and linguis- 
tic isolation. We have it on the 
banitt of the St. Lawrence or the 
two «ides of the Laurentian High- 
way, Twelve per cent of the 
18,000,000 Canadians are said to 
be bilingual and a good many 
of them are of French Canadian 
origin. Compared with the Swiss, 
inlBiy of whom speak not two 
languages, but three, or with the 
South Africans, of whom foun- 
fifths are said to be bilingua>l, 
our record is certainly not impres- 
fciv'e. The confusion which reigned 
on the Plains of Shinar was no 
worse than that which prevails 
on the Prairies of Saskatchewan 
or the city streets of Ottawa. 

Nevertheless there is hope. 
French and English Canadians 
are becoming somewhat more 
interested in one another and 
they seem to be willing to make 
an effort to build bridges across 
the gulf which divides them. It 
has been said that v y 
easaot anKk^a^ctaad mmeft h n 
nntil we can speak t(. . , rrr- 
his mother tongue, and as we 
see people in other parts of the 
world struggling with language 
problems we have come to realize 
that we should not lose the excel- 
lent opportunity here at home 
of learning to speak to our fel- 
low-Canadians. I understand that 
English-speaking Members of Par- 
liament in Ottawa are attending 
classes given by their French- 
speaking colleagues. Cultural and 
social organizations are bringing 
the two groups together. There 
is more interest in schools and 
colleges both in learning the two 
Imgn^ and in studying the 
history and culture of the two 
gi'oups. A bilingual school of the 
theatre has been est^ablished in 
Montreal and experiments in 
drama at Stratford haw been 
widely acclaimed. Radio ar^d tele- 
vision are obvious media throufii 
which bilingualism may be en- 
couraged and new teaching 
B)etbod««; mav be of great assist- 
ance. All these are important 
and commendable development* 
and they should be supported 
I>»rticuljirlv bv the people of 
Quebec. It will be many >>ears 
iM^fone w^ can understand our 
Christmas greetings in five langu- 
ages but perhaiM. before 1970, 
mort of ti^ ran learn to exchaf^ 
them in two.
